AWARDED $60,000 GRANT 

Dr. Donald Betts, Professor of Physics, 
has received from the United States Air 
Force Office of Scientific Research a three- 
year grant of $60,000, commencing im- 
mediately.

TO RESEARCH BOOK ON SHAKESPEARE 
Dr. Barbara Nelsen de Luna, Assistant 
Professor of English, has been awarded a 
Canada Council grant of $2,500 in support 
of a research project on Shakespeare lead- 
ing to the publication of a book entitled, 
Shakespeare of Warwick: Kingmaker. 

Mrs. De Luna is the author of a book 
published last February by Clarendon 
Press of Oxford on Jonson’s Romish Plot, 
and another book by her entitled The 
Queen Declined: An Introduction to Willo- 
bie His Avisa (1594), is to be brought out 
by Clarendon in 1968.

Dr. W. H. Worth, Head of Elementary 
Education (and now Vice-President for

Former Chancellor dies 


Lawrence Yoemans Cairns, Chancellor 
of the University from 1958 until 1964, 
died July 28 at The University of Alberta 
Hospital. 

He was born in Winnipeg in 1892, and 
moved to Edmonton in 1908 in time to 
become a member of the new University’s 
first graduating class. He graduated in 
1912, and in 1915 was awarded his degree 
in Law. The same year enlisted in the 
Canadian Field Artillery. Upon his dis- 
charge, in 1919, after having fought in 
France and Belgium, he returned to prac- 
tise law with the same firm with which he 
had articled and in which he was to be- 
come a partner. In 1934 he was appointed 
King’s Counsel. For several years before 
his retirement in 1965, he served as judge 
of the District Court in Edmonton. 


He had joined the staff of the University 
in the early thirties, and his teaching 
career in the faculties of Law and Com- 
merce spanned 20 years. He also main- 
tained an active interest in the Alumni 
Association, was once its president, and 
was one of the founding members of the 
Friends of the University. 


The lawyer, judge, teacher, and noted 
public speaker was the recipient of an 
Honorary Doctor of Laws degree in 1955, 
and was elected Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity three years later.

Dr. Walter H. Worth, Associate Dean of 
the Faculty of Education, has been ap- 
pointed Vice-President for Campus Plan- 
ning and Development at The University 
of Alberta, effective September 1.

Dr. Worth has been associated with the 
University since 1955, as Assistant and As- 
sociate Professor of Education; Professor 
and Head, Department of Elementary Edu- 
cation; and as Associate Dean, Planning 
and Development, of the Faculty of Educa- 
tion. 

Before coming to the University he was 
a Superintendent of Schools for the Al- 
berta Department of Education, serving in 
the Clover Bar, Neutral Hills, and Acadia 
School Divisions. 

He was the first Director of the Alberta 
Leadership course for School Prnicipals in 
1956-1957; and served as consultant for the 
Canadian Education Association Short 
Course for School Superintendents for six 
years. 

Dr. Worth, who was born in Regina, re- 
ceived his B.Ed. and M.Ed. degrees from 
The University of Alberta and his Ph.D. 
from The University of Illinois.

Post-doctoral fellowships, valued at 
$6,500 per year for two years, plus travel, 
have been awarded to Dr. Nigel J. Bunce 
of Oxford, England (who will study 
chemistry); R. J. W. Hodson of Sydney, 
Australia (physics); Dr. Anthony A. J. 


Marley of Berkeley, California (psycho- 
logy); and Jan O. Murie of Pennsylvania 
(zoology) . 

Pre-doctoral fellowships have been 
awarded to five Edmontonians: Peter J. 
Atherton (Educational Administration), W. 
D. Ellis (Chemistry), D. A. Hutcheon 
(Physics), B. A. Holdoway (Educational 
Administration), and Mrs. M. M. Mackie 
(Sociology), and to one American, W. L. 
Skidmore of Ohio (Sociology). 

The University of Alberta is one of four 
Canadian institutions receiving funds from 
the Killam Estate (the others are Dal- 
housie College and University, The Uni- 
versity of British Columbia, and the Mon- 
treal Neurological Institute).

$11,500,000, of which the fellowship fund is 
some $2,612.266.

Dr. Zbigniew A. Konczacki, Associate 
Professor of Economics, has been awarded 
the Izaak Walton Killam Senior Research 
Fellowship at Dalhousie University. Dr.

Appointed to Killam Chairs 


Two distinguished scientists have been 
appointed to the new Killam Memorial 
Chairs, it was announced rceently. 

Dr. John Arthur Jacobs, Professor and 
Head of the Department of Geophysics and 
Director of the Institute of Earth Sciences, 
University of Briitsh Columbia, has been 
appointed to the Killam Memorial Chair at 
The University of Alberta. Dr. James 
Birkett Cragg, former director of the 
Merlewood Research Station, The Nature 
Conservancy, Grange-over-Sands, Lanca- 
shire, England, will go to The University 
of Calgary. 

The Killam Memorial Chairs were estab- 
lished under the terms of the will of the 
late Mrs. I. W. Killam, whose husband had 
extensive business interests in Alberta and 
throughout Canada. They are part of the 
endowment of more than $11,500,000 re- 
ceived by The University of Alberta under 
the terms of the will. 

Dr. Jacobs studied at University College, 
London, England, which also awarded him 
an honorary Doctor of Science degree in 
recognition of his contribution in the field 
of geophysics. 

He has been Head of the Department of 
Geophysics at British Columbia since 1963. 
Previously, he taught applied mathematics 
and later geophysics at The University of 
Toronto. He served in the Royal Navy 
before coming to Canada. 


Grants procedure outlined

FOUNDATION COMMONWEALTH BURSARIES 

Applications are invited for awards un- 
der the Royal Society and Nuffield Foun- 
dation Commonwealth Bursaries Scheme, 
which was instituted to provide facilities 
for increasing the efficiency of scientists 
of proven worth by enabling them to pur- 
sue research, learn techniques or follow 
other forms of study in natural science and 
its application, in countries other than their 
own in the Commonwealth where the 
physical or personal environment or both 
are peculiarly favourable. Of the available 
funds about one-half is earmarked to assist 
movement (a) between Commonwealth 
countries other than the United Kingdom, 
and (b) outwards from the United King- 
dom, and applications relating to these 
parts of the scheme are especially invited. 

The bursaries provide travel, mainten- 
ance at a rate depending on the applicant’s 
circumstances and living costs in the coun- 
try concerned (on the basis of about 600 
pounds a year in the United Kingdom) and 
are tenable usually for periods of two to 
twelve months; they are not intended to 
provide any salary as such. Bursars will 
not be permitted to prepare specifically 
for, or to take examinations for, higher 
degrees or diplomas. 


For proposed visits beginning during the 
period from January to June, 1968 or later, 
applications must be received complete 
with supporting documents not later than 
September 15, 1967, by the Executive Sec- 
retary, The Royal Society, 6 Carlton House 
Terrace, London, S.W. 1, from whom appli- 
cation forms and fuller particulars may be 
obtained.
